The Confederates found 
the Northern State getting too hot to hold 
them, and iiccordingly boat a retreat. Tho 
lust telegram announces that alter a series 
of engagcmenls at Rockville, a town ten 
miles north of Washington, and about five 
east ol tho Potomac, the Confederates at 
miJnight on tho 13th commenced to cross tbe 
liver, and were pursued by the Fe- 
deral cavalry. Oar contemporary, the 
Chronicle, its yesterday's issue, attempted in 
a rather elaborate article, to throw doubt ou 
our criticism? of tho American campaign, 
believing, doubtless, with many others, that 
we bad underrated the Confederates, and 
that the next news would bring tho announce- 
ment that Baltimore and Washington had 
fallen. Well, these gentlemen have been 
disappointed. The Confederates, as we stat 
ed in our last, were totally inefficient to take 
cither one or other of these places by assault, 
aud every hot: r ihey remained in the enemy's 
country made their p sition more and more 
onsule. To obtain supplies and divert Grant, 
we maintained were the objects of this Con- 
federate expedition, and our Califoruin files 
obtained yes'.erduy show us that the same 
opinions were entertained by the press of 
that State. In giving our regular resume 
uud criticism of the war news, we do not, as 
our morning contemporary in its unsophisti- 
cated innocence asserts, ruih at a venture ; 
if wediJ we might lay claim to rather a 
startling run of luck, for in nino cases out ol 
ten our predictions have been verified. 
With the eiception of tha Sacramento Union 
the Colonist is, we believe, ibe only paper on 
the coast that attempts to give a regular 
consecutive summary and criticism of the 
war newe, and it is with no boastlul spirit that 
we point to tho fact that our remarks have 
been o:i most occasions sustained by aome ol 
the cleverest military writers in the States. 
From the crossing of tho liapidan to Grant's 
latest movement against Petersburg we have 
given a fair and wa believe a correct rejutjic 
uf the events. When we praised Grant lot 
his flank movement at Spott.-ylvauiu, men 
who did not understand the iclnlive position 
of the belligerents, douDted our correctness. 
When we characterised the re-crossing ol 
the North Anna us one of the most masterly 
achievements of the war the sagacious scop 
tics shook iheir heads. When we pronounced 
Grant's flank movement Irom Cold Harbor to 
ths James River as another indication of the 
Federal General's superior tactics, Southern 
sympathisers said it was a retreat. From 
the numerous articles in our American con 
temporaries in which our view of matters is 
fully borne out, we content ourselves with 
the remarks of the celebrated military corres- 
pondent of tbe New York limes on the sub- 
ject of Grunt's flank movement on tho Pum- 
uokey. 

In the Colonist of June Gth, we have 
the following : 

"SlieriJon executed his orders with the greatest 
success, and the Federals on the 28th crossed the 
I'amunkey without molestation, reducing their 
distance from Richmond to about fourteen miles. 
This movement of (Irani we look upon as one of 
the most nnsterly of the whole campaign. By it 
he was enabled to avoid the strong fortifications of 
tho South Anna, and leave Lee for a considerable 
time mystified as to his movements. The advan- 
tage, however, did not rest hero. By crossing the 
ramunkcy. at llanovertown, Grant was enabled 
to get completely to the right of Lee, and ex- 
change his long base of supplies from Acquin 
Creek, nn the Potomac, fur the short one at 
While House on the Pamunkey. about twenty-five 
miles from its junction with York River— thus 
bringing his army within tilteeii miles of his base 
instead of sixiy." 

'J'ba crilio in the N'ew York Time* (wo ex- 
tract from the Weekly Bulletin, of the 9ih 
in«l.) alluding to the same operation says : 

"The present posinon of this army is the result 
of that fine turning movement, which, commenc- 
ing on I'hursday last, in two d-iys planted uur 
curpa across the Pamunkey river, rendered useless 
the elaborate rebel detences of the South Anna, 
and secured us communication with York river, 
the Chesapeake, and the ample resources which 
these waters B iat. I f.-ar that no reports which 
you can have received are at all adequate to set 
forth tho true presentation of this great operation 
in strategy. Your readers would require belter 
map* than can p m.ibly bi' acees.ibln to Itiem, and 
would need *.o bring to them an amount of study 
not often given in older to grasp its rela- 
tione and its reality. Enough that it has planted 
this army twenty miles nearer Kichmond, that it 
has foiled the plans and purposes of tho wily 
enemy, and has brought u< in easy communica- 
tion with a secure and perfect base.' - 

In almost every one of the important move 
menls of the present campaign, we have hail 
the satisfaction afterwards of seeing our views 
sustained by the ablest military critics. As 
we have suid, we do not allude to this in a 
boustful spirit, nor would we think ol for one 
moment recurring to it. hud not our contem- 
porary so thoughtlessly nnd so flippantly at- 
tempted to annihilate newspaper criticism in 
his yesterday's issue. That Ihere must be 
niistulces occasionally, where the writer is ob 
liged to accept for his premiss a telegram 
whioh may afterwards turn out incorrect, is 
only what may be naturally expected. In 
our allusion to ihe 6,000 men invading 
Maryland, and to which otn contemporary 
fastens so tenaciously, wo were simply going 
in artcotdance with the despatch ; and when 
we double;! that Lee could affcrd to 
send a large bnily Norlh, wa did so on 
what we considered to be good, rational 
grounds — wo mny have been mistaken ; but 
the sequel will probably show that Leo has 
sent more int<n North than circumstances 
warranted. The Conleiderate* huva done 
Considerable damage, and may still do mora ; 
but they have not yet reached either Lee'e 
command or Western V iiginia, while Har- 
per'- Ferry has been retaken, as wa antici- 
pated, by the Federals, uud Ihe Shenundotli, 
to a certain extent, closed nsinitist the re- 
treatina army. Wo have hail no later dates 
from Grant than the 7tli. on account ol the 
destruction nf the telegraph between Wash- 
ington tin J buttress Mi ntoe ; wl en this blank- 
et' seven days ifl filled up, we ahull then see 
whether our lunnise is cotrect. If ihe 
Northern commander has allowed so favor- 
able un opportunity to inflict damage upon 
the enemy In puss away, wu tshall ho very 
much surprised. The news from i?h:rman, 
if true, would indicate a speedy advance on 
AtlauLu. The Ohattalioochia Rubicon has at 
length been crossed, ami tlio Federals are 
now within ten miles of the doomed cily, 
without any of ihusa formidable natural ob- 
stacles which havo heretofore rendered their 
•jrogiesj b'Jth duugeroui and slow.
